TOWN  WARRANT 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gilsum  in  the 
County  of  Cheshire  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Gilsum  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  next 
at  7:30  of  the  clock  in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee 
and  act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  take  charge  of  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  any  or  all  pieces  of  real  estate,  either 
by  auction  or  private  sale,  now  acquired  by  Tax  Deed,  or 
act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $400.00  as  its  fair  share  of  the  operating  cost  of 
the  Elliot  Community  Hospital. 

8.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  Legion  Building  Com- 
mittee and  act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 


9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  pro- 
visions of  R.  S.  A.  Chapter  31  Sections  44-50  inclusive,  and 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five 
to  serve  as  a  Recreation  Commission  with  all  the  powers 
granted  by  the  above  Chapter,  and  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $220.94  for  any  purposes  designated  by 
Chapter  31:44. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  remojdel  and  enlarge  the  Town  Hall  Kitchen,  install 
toilet  facilities  and  running  water,  or  act  in  any  man- 
ner relating  thereto. 

11.  If  Art.  10  is  adopted,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  $3,200.00  for  the  purposes  stated 
in  Art.  10,  such  sums  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance 
of  serial  notes,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue 
and  negotiate  such  notes,  and  determine  the  time  and 
place  of  payment  thereof  under  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  they  may  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Non 
Partisan  Ballot  System  for  the  election  of  certain  Town 
Officers  as  provided  by  R.S.A.  Chapter  59,  Sections  73-87 
inclusive. 

13.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  reg- 
ularly come  before  it.

TRUSTEES'  REPORT 
This  year  the  Trustees  decided  that  money  should  be 
spent  on  items  that  would  make  the  Library  more  con- 
venient for  book  selection  and  more  comfortable  for 
studying.  Two  new  divider-bookcases  and  eight  folding 
chairs  have  been  ordered,  and  another  study  table  has 
been  given  by  Eleanor  Towns.  In  April  the  State  Library 
is  planning  two  "Weeding  workshops"  here  which  we 
feel  will  help  us  in  our  future  plans  for  discarding  some 
books,  adding  new  books,  and  eventually  cataloguing  all 
the  books. 
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National  Geographic  magazines  from  1945  through 
1960  have  been  bour^d  and  indexed  which  is  of  help  to 
students  needing  reference  material.  One  of  the  Gilsum 
Histories  has  been  rebound  and  the  maps  reprinted. 

The  children's  story  hour,  conducted  by  Merrylin 
Johnson,  has  proved  successful,  with  from  28  to  10  pre- 
school and  first  and  second  grade  children  attending. 
This  was  held  at  the  Library  on  Wednesdays  from  3:45 — 
4:30,  but  was  moved  to  McHoul's  house  during  the  winter 
months.  Nancy  Imondi  made  the  delightful  posters  an- 
nouncing the  story  hour. 

To  brighten  up  the  Library  for  Old  Home  Day,  Aaron 
Fisk  made  flower  boxes  for  the  porch  posts  and  the  float 
in  the  Old  Home  Day  parade  took  third  prize.  The  obser- 
vation of  National  Library  Week  in  April  included  a  poster 
contest  for  the  school  children. 

The  State  Bookmobile  no  longer  leaves  books  at  the 
school,  so  on  Wednesday  afternoons  the  school  children 
are  allowed  to  visit  the  Library  during  school  hours.  The 
Library  is  now  open  on  Wednesdays  from  2-4  p.m.  and 
7-9  p.m.  and  on  Saturdays  from  3-5  p.m. 

Rules  governing  the  use  of  the  Library  have  been 
revised  by  the  Trustees.  During  this  winter  the  Librarian 
felt  that  she  could  not  spend  much  time  at  the  Library. 
Merrylin  Johnson  is  substituting  for  her. 

REPORT  OF  FRIENDS  OF  THE  LIBRARY 
"The  Friends  of  the  Library"  have  functioned  inform- 
ally in  assisting  the  Trustees  to  give  additional  services  to 
Gilsum  people.  The  activities  have  centered  around  (1) 
Monthly  showing  of  films  mostly  colored  movies,  which 
gave  an  opportunity  to  adults,  family  groups,  and  many 
children  to  become  better  acquainted  with  many  distant 
countries  and  their  customs.  At  each  performance  an 
effort  was  made  to  have  a  film  for  the  "little  folks".  (2) 
Revival  of  the  "cracker  barrel"  type  of  citizen  discussion 
of  vital  international  problems.  Beginning  in  the  spring 
with  the  six-session  "Great  Decisions,"  with  TV,  the  Gil- 
sum Group  was  one  of  the  few  in  New  Hampshire  which 
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followed  through  with  monthly  discussions.  Guest  Discus- 
sion leaders  were  Dr.  Lloyd  Young,  President  of  Keene 
Teachers  College,  on  Tanganika;  Miss  Elsie  Priest  on  Com- 
munist China  and  Shem  Odhiambo  on  Kenya. 

The  "Friends"  have  also  set  up  several  exhibits  of  re- 
productions of  paintings  by  master  artists  and  provided 
decorations  for  the  front  of  the  library  for  Old  Home  Day 
and  for  the  Winter. 

Many  individuals  have  given  assistance  in  a  large 
variety  of  ways.  Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
State  Librarians  and  to  the  school  for  the  use  of  its  pro- 
jector. Thanks  should  also  go  to  the  school  children  who 
helped  the  Friends  by  making  signs  for  the  library,  and 
who  made  anjd  sold  popcorn  at  the  monthly  movies,  pro- 
ceeds of  which  have  gone  into  Children's  Book  Fund.

The  following  is  my  report  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1961:

As  your  school  nurse  I  serve  six  towns  involving  nine 
schools.  Some  of  the  areas  of  service  that  may  be  of  inter- 
est are: 

Follow-up  on  children  who  are  unable  to  get  to  an  eye 
doctor  on  their  own  and  when  necessary,  finding  funds  to 
help  pay  for  glasses. 

Aiding  parents  in  learning  about  available  eye  doc- 
tors, and  other  professional  help  is  another  field  wherein 
the  nurse  helps  families  with  their  health  problems. 

Getting  proper  help  to  needy  families  when  the  case 
is  brought  to  my  attention. 

Attending  workshops  and  school  nurse  meetings  to 
learn  what  other  areas  are  doing,  and  what  is  being  done 
nationally. 
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Follow-up  of  child  guidance  problems — working  with 
teacher,  parent,  an;d  pupil  to  attend  our  child  guidance 
clinic. 

Helping  parents  understand  communicable  diseases 
and  answering  the  question,  "When  can  my  child  come 
back  to  school?" 

Much  time  is  spent  in  keeping  health  records  up  to 
date  so  that  they  are  available  and  useful.  There  is  a 
great  deal  of  office  work  in  preparing  forms  to  be  used, 
filling  in  forms  within  the  school  system,  and  making 
out  state  report  forms. 

My  work  involves  working  with  people  in  many  situ- 
ations, and  each  day  usually  presents  a  challenge. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  superintendent,  school 
board,  teachers,  parents,  pupils,  and  citizens  for  their  co- 
operation.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsum: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools: 

The  instructional  cost  per  elementary  pupil  for  1960- 
61  was  $219.83,  an  increase  of  $6.89.  However,  the  cost  per 
pupil  is  approximately  sixty  dollars  less  than  the  state 
average. 

On  August  30,  31  and  September  1  Gilsum  teachers 
took  part  in  a  workshop  with  other  elementary  teachers 
of  Supervisory  Union  No.  60.  Mr.  Francis  X.  Mahoney, 
Science  Consultant  from  Ginn  and  Company  spoke  on  the 
topic  "Trends  in  Teaching  Science"  and  led  discussion 
groups.  Miss  Jean  Schneider,  Mathematics  Consultant 
from  the  Silver  Burdett  Company,  Mr.  George  Cunning- 
ham, Director,  Mathematics  Education,  N.  H.  State  De- 
partment of  Education,  and  Mrs.  Christyne  Galloway, 
Walpole  Junior  High  School  Mathematics  teacher  were 
the  group  leaders  on  the  second  day.  Dr.  J.  Louis  Cooper, 
Professor  of  Education  from  the  University  of  Connecti- 
cut spoke  to  the  teachers  on  the  topic  "Reading  in  the 
Content  Subjects"  and  conducted  group  discussions  that 
considered  this  topic. 

The  anticipated  Grades  I  and  II  September  enroll- 
ment was  29.  School  opened  with  37  pupils  in  these  grades 
which  was  considered  to  be  more  than  one  teacher  could 
teach  effectively.  To  cope  with  this  emergency  Mrs.  Shir- 
ley Houle  has  been  employed  to  teach  the  Second  Grade 
pupils  on  a  half  day  basis.  This  arrangement  has  effec- 
tively dealt  with  the  situation. 
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The  anticipated  number  of  tuition  pupils  was  30, 
however,  nine  additional  pupils  were  found  to  be  enrolled 
in  the  Keene  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.  This  meant 
that  the  budgeted  amount  for  tuition  was  not  sufficient 
to  meet  the  cost. 

The  School  Board  met  with  the  Municipal  Budget 
Committee  and  discussed  the  emergency  situations  de- 
scribed above.  The  result  of  this  meeting  was  a  unani- 
mous vote  to  petition  the  State  Board  of  Education  to 
allow  the  School  Board  to  incur  a  liability  of  $6,591.72. 
The  State  Board  of  Education  gave  its  permission  and 
you  will  note  that  you  are  requested  to  vote  a  deficiency 
appropriation  to  cover  the  extra  liability. 

The  1961-82  budget  adopted  at  the  annual  meeting 
called  for  a  district  appropriation  of  $24,943.46.  Due  to  an 
increase  in  state  foundation  aid  of  $5,196.48  and  a  June 
balance  of  $1,162.57  more  than  anticipated  the  district 
appropriation  was  reduced  to  $18,583.41  which  meant  a 
considerable  reduction  in  the  tax  rate. 

Mrs.  Phyllis  Laflamme  replaced  Mrs.  Shirley  Houle  as 
teacher  of  Grades  Three  and  Four.  Mrs.  Laflamme  re- 
ceived her  Bachelor  of  Education  degree  from  Keene 
Teachers  College  and  did  her  practice  teaching  in  Peter- 
borough, New  Hampshire. 

Mrs.  Sally  Johnson  replaced  Mrs.  Phyllis  Laflamme 
at  the  end  of  the  first  semester.  Mrs.  Johnson  received  her 
Bachelor  of  Education  degree  from  Keene  Teachers  Col- 
lege and  previously  taught  at  the  Harwington,  Connecti- 
cut Elementary  School. 

In  October  Mrs.  Shirley  Houle  was  employed  to  teach 
second  grade  pupils  on  a  half-day  basis.

AN  APPEAL  FROM  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

In  these  days  of  constantly  rising  taxes  and  wages,  any  unneces- 
sary expense  is  an  added  burden  on  everyone's  pocketbook  —  yours 
and  mine.  Forest  fires  cost  money  and  damage  our  valuable  woodlands. 
Lightning  sets  some  forest  fires,  but  we  have  no  control  of  lightning. 
Children  cause  many  fires.  Ninety-eight  percent  of  our  forest  fires 
result  from  human  carelessness  —  our  carelessness.  This,  we  —  you  — 
and  I  can  do  something  about. 

When  we  require  you  to  obtain  a  permit  for  out-of-doors  burn- 
ing or  forbid  you  to  burn  on  days  or  high  fire  danger  or  set  up 
regulations  —  hours,  etc.,  governing  the  use  of  the  town  dump  we 
are  simply  protecting  yours  and  the  town's  interests. 

The  ever  present  threat  of  forest  fires  is  the  concern  of  all  of 
us;  the  responsibility  for  preventing  them  is  ours  and  the  costs  of  ex- 
tinguishing are  ours.  We  can  do  something  about  this  problem,  by 
being  aware  of  and  alert  to  the  danger  and  by  cooperating  with  your 
warden. 

Do  the  things  that  are  required  of  you  — 

1.  Follow  the  warden's  directions. 

2.  Secure   the   required   burning   permit. 

3.  Keep  your  fires  under  control. 

4.  Completely  extinguish  your  fires  before  leaving  them. 

5.  See  that  your  children  are  properly  cautioned. 
Everyone  will  benefit  by  it.
